THAT RECORD. 

The publication yesterday of the record of 
the cases brought in the Court of Orim- 
inal Correction revealed a line of conduct that 
is culpable to to the remotest degree. A 
court that is established to punish crime has 
0 . bh Goers and criminals 
who enter through owe boidiy walk out 
through the other, undisturbed and unpap- 
ished. No wonder crime ig rife; no wonder 
the court is laughed at and trial there called a 
farce. No wonder lottery keepers and ticket 
sellers continue to pursue their unlawfal avo- 
cation and taunt the law with its weakness. 

During the last year thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars have been taken out ot the 
city by oriminals and by criminal means. 
How have the criminals who have taken this 
money been punished? 

seer have been fined an aggregate of $50. A

During the same time forty-five cases have 
been brought in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, and the record of them makes a shame- 
ful showing. 

Four have disappeared entirely from the 
Gocket. The court isa ort of record. Its 
docket should show what disposition has been 
made of each case. Tet there la one case of 
felony and three misdemeanor cases which 
have been dropped entirely out of sight and 
no record of them whatever can be found. 
This is either the result of gross negligence 
or criminality. It must be one or the other.

Four other defendants 
were arraigned, and pleaded guilty. Their 
fine was $10 and costs in each case. This 
seems to be the fixed rate when pleas of guilty 
are entered. A man may Violate the law as 
often ashe pleases, but if he is caught and 
pleads guilty he may pay Slo and costs and 
go. Sucha penalty has no more terror for a 
manwho selis 1,000 lottery tickets a month 
than a reprimand would have, and it would no 
more deter him from continuing in his unlaw- 
ful occupation. 

Giving the court credit for the pleas of 
guilty, ten cases out of the forty-six have 

een prosecuted. What has become of the 
other thirty-five. 

Twenty were continued generally. 

Ten were nollie proseguied.

Continued generally is a convenient phrase.

ST. LOUIS BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS WILL 
REACH THAT FIGURE THIS YEAR. 


This City Far in Advance of Boston—Sale 
of a Large Tract of Ground and Dwell- 
ings West of Cheltenham in the New 
Manufacturing District—Various Other 
Real Estate Transactions. 


Thomas Howard of the firm ofthe Shickle, 
Harrison & Howard Iron Co., who lately pur- 
chased a site west of Cheltenham between the 
„Frisco and Missouri Pacific Railways, for 
$65,000, has made a personal investment of 
$7,678 in ground located immediately south ot 
the 58- plat where. the iron works 
are to be relocated, and haying a frontage on 
the north side of the Old Manchester road 
of 608 feet by a depth of 180. The 
sale wre negotiated by F. G. Ger- 
heart & Co., at Mi a foot. Mr. Gerheart says 
that Mr. Howard’s object in buying the prop - 
erty was mainly to prevent it from passing to 
the ownership ot other parties, who might 
possibly use the site for some purpose pre 
judicial to the industrial works or the em- 
ployes connected with the concern. Having 
obtained possession of the ground Mr. How- 
ard will hold it, only selling off such parcels 
of the aes tend as the employes of the works 
may want for home places, which will 
be improved for them if they desire. 


In the sale of this ground there were two 
ntors. Arnold Koch of the Western Art 

Oo., formerly Redheifer & Koch, owned 598 

7 and the other 100 feet belonged to W. H. 
ttle. 

Numerous other sales in that locality have 
followed Shiekle, Harrison & Howard’s pur- 
chase, and some large-size deals for property 
around there are now pending in be- 
half of two iron firms who are 
making an effort to buy ground. These 
transactions have stimulated a demand for 
home sites around there, the effect of which 
was sbown at Hammett, Anderson & Wade's 
late auction sale of the MoCune tract lots. 
To-day these auction purchases were supple- 
mented by the sale of two dwelling houses in 
the same tract of land. One, a six-room frame 
dwelling with an irregular shape piece of 
ground fronting 224 feet on lvanboe avenue, 
west side, and 1 back tothe right of 
way of the Frisco road, In city block No. 4813, 
at Maddox Station, being lot No. 18, was sold 
for $1,900 to Mrs. Patrick Mulcahy.

An English Lawyer's Search for Heirs to a 
Valuable Property Meets With Success— 
The Story of a Fortune Left in Chancery

HERE is a fortune of

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HILLMAN CHOKED OFF, 


The Brutal Murderer ef Peddler Seideman 
Hanged This Morning.

Hillman, the boy murderer, who is to be 
executed to-day, is the nerviest felon ever 
confined in the jail at Woodbury, N. J. When 
the gallows arrived yesterday Sheriff Ridgway 
went to the prisoner and told him the gallows 
was to be put together but a few feet from 
where he was confined.

his cell and not see it go up, but the young 
man refused positively to be moved, saying 
that he wanted to see the scaffold put to- 
ether. The Sheriff agreed to the strange 
of the murderer, and Van 

Hise, the expert executioner from 
Newark, Detective Garrison, Sheriff Ridgway 
and a couple other men carried the gallows 
into the jail. As Garrison passed Joe, the 
young man extended his hand to the officer 
and said: Mr. Garrison, I am giad to see 
you, and I bear no ill-feeling toward you for 
the testimony you gave against me. ou are 
an Officer, and it was your duty. 
The men who were to erect the scaffold then 
began putting it Hy any” Hillman being the 
most interested of those present. Under the 
closé watch of Constable Dobson, Hililman’s 
death watch, the young man walked to where 
the work was being done.

Oma. ul., Nov. 18.—At the opening of 
‘the Cronin trial this morning Judge McCon- 
moll announced bis decision on the question of 
Boing into the past history of the Clan-na- 
Gael. The last witness on the stand yesterday 
afternoon was ex-Policeman Brown. He is 
also an ex-member of the Olan-na-Gael. He 
‘was asked whetber or not he preferred charges 
against Dr. Cronin in 1885, the State’s Attorney 
explaining that he proposed to show by the 
witness that thig was a fact; that Dan- 
fel Coughlin was a member of the trial 
committee and that Dr. Cronin was expelled 
from the organization. The logical conse- 
quence of the admission of this testimony was 
a complete investigation of the Clan-na-Gael, 
at least 80 far as it could be made, to show 
causes for animosity against Dr. Cronin on 
the part of any one of the prisoners at the 
bar. This offer lead to the most earnest and 
protracted argument between counsel! for the 
State and counsel for the defense that has yet 
taken place during the trial. Nearly every 
lawyer engaged in the case on either side bad 
something to say during ite progress and 
there was much plain speaking. The 
talk occupied the time till adjournment 
and Judge MoConnell announced that 
be would hold the matter under advisement 
and would render bis decision this morning. 
In accordance with that arrangement, when 
the court was called to order this morning 
Judge McConnell announced his opinion to be 
that the evidence sought to be elicited from 
Officer Brown on the pointe named was in- 
competent, and ruled it out. Judge McOon- 
nell“ ruling was as follows: 
JUDGE M’OONNELL’S DECISION. 

The offer of the State’s Attorney is to 
prove by the witness on the stand that he pre- 
ferred certain charges, four years ago, in a 
Clan-na-Gael camp, against Dr. Cronin; that 
a committees was appointed to try the doctor 
upon the charges; that one of the com- 
mittee was the defendant, Daniel Coughlin, 
and that tne finding of the, committee 
was treason and that the penalty fixed at ex- 
pulsion. The purpose of this evidence is 
stated to be to show malice on the part of the 
defendant Coughlin against Dr. Oronin. I 
have given the matter the most carefui con- 
sideration and I have cometo the conclusion 
thatthe evidence ought notto be admitted, 
and that it would be an error to allow It to go 
tothe jury. The fact that aman four years 
ago served upon a committee which found an 
unjust verdict and recommended or inflicted 
a degrading punishment against a fellow 
member does not necessarily show malice. 
The evidence would need to go farther 
than L suggested in the offer 
of the State. Coughilin's conduct as a 
member of the committee, rules, constitution, 
and precedents of the order, the evidence 
* heard, the arguments made during the deli- 
berations of the committee, whetherthe re- 
port was unanimous, and if not unanimous 
was Cougblin a member of the majority—if 
unanimous, whether Coughlin was mere 1 
consenting member or did be demand and 

ress the committee for an adverse report. 

nd again, to inquire as to whether the ver- 
dict was authorized by the rule and practice 
of the order, whether the punishment was un- 
usual, unwarranted, atc. In other words, 
to determine the malice of the actors in 
that proceeding we should be obliged to 
gO into all ite details. In short, to get at 
merely cumulative evidence tending to show, 
in a very doubttul — * malice at another pe- 
riod apainst Dr. Cronin, we should open up a 
separate and distinct inquiry and transfer into 
this case volumes of irrelevant and perhaps 
incompetent testimony. My consideration for 
the talented gentiemen representing the State 
led me to defer this decision until after full 
argument, but coneideration has persuaded me 
that my firstopinion of the evidence was cor- 
rect. Therefore i shall not permit that in- 
quiry for the purpose of which it is pro- 
posed.’’

This decision, of course, rendered any fur- 
ther attempt to examine Officer Brown tile, 
and Officer McKinnon of Winnipeg, who was 
on the stand yesterday, was recalled.

They Protest Vigorously Against an Obnox- 
ious Local Law.

New YORK, Nov. 18.—Alderman Morris of- 
fered a resolution in the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday asking for the repeal of the ordi- 
nance recently passed forbidding the playing 
by street bands and hand-organs. It is pro- 
posed to give the minstrels a chance to per- 
form under certain restrictions. The resolu- 
tion was laid over under the rules. The 


organ-grinders of the city are 

to take action with regard to 
restoration of the privilege of laying 
their instruments in the streets. It is pro- 
posed by them to hold a —— mass meetin 
which will also include the manufacturers an 
repairers of organs and to make a formal pro- 
test against the alleged injustice of the recent 
anti-musical aldermanic decree. These, with 
their families, constitute about 1,000 of the 
city’s floating population. They could, they 
say, stand this sortofthingin the summer as 
they could then lay siege to the various water- 
ing places and suburban towns and grind 
out a living almost anywhere they went. But 
with the cold winter season coming on and 
the closing of summer hotels this decree 
comes upon them with double force. The 
capital thus rendered unproductive is another 
plea for the restoration of theirrights. It is 
estimated that over $50,000 is invested in hand- 
organs in this city alone. A good reed organ 
costs about $250 and the 2 no variety costs 
about $100 more. Mr. „ & Taylor, who 
makes most of the hand-organs sold here, 
said yesterday: 

-**I think it is an 7 that the bread 
should have been taken out of the mouths of 
all these poor people.“ Concerning the 
effect of the ordinance on his business he said: 
Tes, it has hurt my business. I have organs 
in stock that a few weeks since I could have 
sold at $300 a plece, but now I could hardly 
get $50 for one of them.

THE LOTTERY F PROSECUTION FARCE. 


The record of lottery cases in the Court 
of Criminal Corr during the past 
year shows that the police authorities are 
not wholly to blame for the failure to en- 
force the lottery law in this city. 

That record is a disgrace to the criminal 
judiciary of St. Louis. It shows that the 
prosecution of violators of the lottery law 
has been a roaring farce. Within the year 
forty-six cases have been brought 
into the court and twenty-eight men have 
been arrested for selling lottery tickets. 
Only one man was actually tried and ac- 
quitted. Five pleaded guilty and were 
punished with the wretched little fine of 
, $10 out of a possible $1,000. Eleven cases 
ere „ nolle prossed“ by the State’s At- 
torney for various reasons. Five prisoners 
were discharged for lack of evidence and 
four cases disappeared mysteriously, the 
court docket failing to show any disposi- 
tion of them, Nineteen cases were con- 
tinued generally, the defendants being 
discharged for no apparent reason. The 
only case in which a fine of any magni- 
tude Was assessed against a prisoner is 
now pending on an appeal. In addition 
to these fiascos the single case brought 
nearly two years ago against the black- 
mailing, law-breaking newspaper which 
publishes lottery advertisements continu- 
ously, was dismissed for lack of prosecu- 
tion.

other lines, will, it is urged, furnish transpor- 
tation and ‘treight facil ties more easily than 
any other section of the city. The south end

THE SCHOOL BOARD’S ELECTION OF OFFI- 
CERS FUBNISHES A SENSATION. 


Mr. Chas. F. Miller Chosen and Allegations 
ef Treachery Made on Both Sides—Mr. 
O'Connell Elected Vice-President — He 
Accuses Mr. Bollman of Intending to 
Pley Him False—Boliman Proucunces 
the Statement an Infamous Lie. 


HE interest in the or. 
ganization of the new 
board dwarfed ail 
other proceedings at 
the meeting last 
night. The regular 
business was rushed, 
but notwithstanding 
the rapidity with 
‘ which it was executed 
the spectators were 
impatient for the elec- 
tion of new officers to begin. An interesting 
vote was anticipated, but the outcome was 
totally unexpected. Never in the board’s 
history was such a sensational scene as was 
witnessed last night enactead. When the oath 
of office was administered by Judge Villon to 
the new members, Messrs Rogers, Macklin, 
Auler, Troll, Reimier, Kelly, Sheahan, Boll- 
man and McEntire and Bartholat, Vice-Presi- 
dent Barstow, who bad been called to the 
chair by the retiring President, Frederick N. 
Judson, announced thatthe next business in 
order was the election of a President of the 
board. He called for nominations. Mr. 
Knight nominated Dr. Hugo Auler without any 
comment. Mr. Jack P. Richardson, in a short 
address, nominated Mr. Onaries F. Milier. 
Mr. Miller, he said, was a man who 
had been born end. raised in 8t. Louls 
and was a product of the public 
schools. He was an energetic, thorough bus!- 
ness man, and would fli the office of Presi- 
dent with distinguished ability. The chair 
calling for further nominations, and none be- 
ing made, Mr. O’Connor moved that the nom- 
inations be closed. The motion was carried, 
and the Secretary was instructed to call the 
roll. The vote was as had been expected un- 
til Mr. John W. O’Connell’s name was called.

PROPOSALS FOR CLOSER RELATIONS WITH 
THE UNITED STATES. 


An interview With Minister Carter—The 
Four Prepositions He Will Present to 
Secretary of State Blaine — Hawaii to 
Make No Treaty Withoat the Knewledge 
of the United States. 


By Telegravh tothe Post-DIsPatTcr. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 138.—Mr. H. A. P. 
Carter, the Hawallan Minister, recently re- 
turned to Washington after a visit to his home 
in Honolulu. In an interview yesterday his 
attention was called to what had been tele- 
graphed from San Francisco on his arrival 
there concerning the future diplomatic and 
treaty relations between the United States and 
his Government. Mr. Carter replied that 
there was a desire on the part of his Govern- 
ment for closer relations between the Hawali- 
an Kingdom and fhe United States. The Min- 
ister was asked if anything had been done 
officially to formulate the wish of his country. 
He replied: 

„1 have not yet formally presented my 
propositions to the Secretary of State, but 1 
expect to do s soon. The propositions will 
be four in number: First, the continuance of 
present treaties in force and making them 
terminable only after mutual conference in- 
stead of one year’s peremptory notice by 
either party; second, that each country shall 
treat the articles which under the reciprocity 
treaty it admits free of duty, precisely as if 
the proposition originated inthe country so 
admitting them; third, providing that 
whenever Congresse shall so desire, 
the extension of the principle of 


the extent of abolishing all duties between the 
two countries except upon articles such as 
opium and spirits; fourth, that the United 
States guarantee the independence of Hawall, 
and to enable her to do this without danger of 
complication Hawaii agrees to make no 
treaties without the knowledge of the Dnited 
States. We think there are good and urgent 
reasons why these propositions should take 
the form of treaty arrangements. 

„Take the first proposition. The existing 
treaties fx the status of Americans in Hawall, 
guaranteeing them commercial and legal 
rights to the same extent as natives of the 
eountry. Under these treaties there has 
grown up a trade of large proportions and in- 
vested interests of many millions of dollars 
whieh should not be left to the chance of be- 


ing destroyed by a hasty action of either side. 

The trade and commerce, their vested inter- 

ests and their legal rights ought to be con- 

firmed and rendered more permanent and de- 

care, and they will develop inastill greater

This proposition is wholly favorable to the 
United States. It will favorably affect a much 
28 amount of American goods still liable 
to duty with us than of Hawaiian goods liable 
to duty tothe United States, and we should 
give up the revenue on then. One reason for 
oing this isto secure more permanence to 
our present pelations and because we 
believe it is better for both countries 
that full reciprocity shall prevail, but we do 
not press it but merely leave it open for Con- 
Kress to act upon. he fourth proposition 
puts into definite form the political relations 
which the two countries hold to one another 
at tis time. For more than forty years the 
United States have declared that no other 
power must interfere with our independence 
and that the United States had no 
designs upon that independence themselves. 
These declarations have, however, been 
considered as expressing simply the personal 
opinions ofthe administration ofthe day and 
have not had the force and effect of a treaty 
— r Our desire for it grows out of 
thé fact that in every election or other occa- 
sion of political excitement in our country 
demagogues seekto alarm the natives with 
the cry that the American Government has 
designs upon their independence, and Amer'!i- 
cans who favor the annexation of the isiand 
by the United States contribute to the fears of 
the natives by 
ADVOCATING SUCH ANNEXATION. 

Even the representatives of foreign nations 
residing at Honolulu seem at times to be 
affected by such discussion, and to entertain 
the idea that the United States is going to 
seize the islands, and they gravely warn the 
King and Govefnment of the danger. These 
things cause difficulty to the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment and embarras it in conducting its 
important interests with the United States. 
Therefore, we hope to get sucha declaration 
as shall relieve the apprehensions of foreign 
powers and remove from the minds of our 
people all doubt as to the intentions of 
America and an element of danger in our 
domestic affairs. We agree not to 
make an arrangement with foreign 
powers without the knowledge ofthe United 
States, which we do to prevent the chances of 
entangling agreements. Ithink it would be 
wise for the United States to assent to this 
proposition for their sake. It is simply put- 
ting into the treaty what has been declared 
in presidential messages and diplomatic oon - 
munications for over forty years and what 
is undoubtedly the oxed poiey of this coun- 
try. I believe that such a treaty will be 
regarded by foreian powers as better than 
any uncertainty in the policy of the United 
States. My own thought is that America’s 
part in the Samoan fae ng grew largely out 
ofthe lack of a definite declaration of her 
rights ana Intentions some years ago.“ 

„This will not be a new departure for the 
United States. In 1866 the United States made 
a treaty with New Granada, now the United 
States of Colombia, in which the United States 
guaranteed the perfect neutrality of the Isth- 
mus of Panama and the — of sovereignty 
of New Granada over it.
